PROCEEDS DERIVED FROM THE SALE OF SUCH DECALS SHALL BE 
RETAINED BY THE ORGANIZATION OR ENTITY FOR ANY USE 
DEEMED APPROPRIATE BY THE ORGANIZATION OR ENTITY; AND
